LONDON.—The wheels of Bri- 
tain’s industry are being brought 
gradually and inexorably, to a 
standstill by a combination of the 
worst coal shortage in history and 
the worst weather in living memory 

In the words of the automobile 
association, England is divided into 
halves and communication between 
the two is almost at a standstill 

North of a line from Liverpool to 
the Humber river mouth, practical- 
ly every main highway is impass- 


| able, most railway lines are blocked 


and dozens of trains lie buried in 


| deep snowdrifts, 


Snow which has fallen in the 
north to an average depth of near- 
ly two feet has been blown into 
drifts 10 feet deep. Whole towns 
in Yorkshire are cut off from 
food and fresh milk supplies 


Thousands Use Shovels 

There is _ little snow-clearing 
equipment in this country to meet 
such conditions. Thousands of men 
are laboring to clear roads and 
railways the hard way—with 
shovels But with temperatures 
below freezing and high winds 
persisting, snow is constantly dri 
ing across areas which have been 
cleared 

In the south, there is less snow 
Light falls have done little more 
than make highways treacherous 
But effects of grave dislocation are 
spreading rapidly 

Industry as a whole faces a com- 
plete shutdown because practically 
no coal is being shipped from the 
mines. It is being dug as usual, but 
the fuel ministry announced 57 
steamers were delayed in north- 
eastern ports by gales Railway 
sidings are buried deep in snow 
and no coal can be moved south 
by freight trains 

Coal on Priorities 

While this holdup continues, coal 
will be allocated on top priority only 
to domestic users, electricity and 
gas-producing plants, and for trains 
carrying fuel 

Already plants employing 60,000 
workers are closed in Birmingham; 
28 cotton mills at Blackburn have 
shut, and altogether 165 mills 
are affected by shortages 

Gas companies throughout Bri- 
tain have been ordered to reduce 
pressure to conserve coal supplies 
London's great electricity-generat- 
ing plants, which get most of their 
coal] by sea from the north, are ina 
serious condition 

Food as well as fue) supplies ran 
dangerously low in many areas 
Thousands of householders in the 
Midlands were reported almost 
without supplies 

To some isolated villages the 
R.A.F., dropped rations by para- 
chute and in other communities, vil- 
lagers hauled food by horse-team 
Forty thousand gallons of milk was 
spoiling for want of delivery facili- 
ties

Franz von Papen is in jail, for lying to a 
court, Aside from the indication that age Has not 
made an honest man of him, the important point 
is that it was a German court, not an occupation 
tribunal, that locked him up 


This particular court is engaged in “denazify- 
ing” Hitlerites who do not rank as war criminals, 
or putting them where they cannot work any fur- 
ther harm to their countrymen, The incident is 
another sign that these courts are taking their 
responsibilities seriously. 

Like most of the others who come before 
these courts, von Papen is well along in years. 
Putting this class of Nazi behind bars for a 
decade or so will leave mainly the younger perv- 
erts to carry on the doctrine and keep the under- 
ground organization alive, That perhaps is why 
the courts are paying particular attention to the 
seniors 

The original charge against von Papen is that 
he drew up Hindenberg’s will, the practica] result 
of which was to put Hitler in absolute power, It 
can be understood that he would want to dodg 
that accusation, for the will gave the late Fuehret 
prestige he might otherwise never have gained 
Hindenberg was the idol of the German people,
